When  asked  if  Central  Hills 
Baptist  Retreat  near  Kos¬ 
ciusko  is  “ready  for  business,’ 
manager  Jim  Ray  said,  “We 
really  are!"

Hills  exists  to  serve  the 
camping  and  retreat  needs  of 
Mississippi  Baptists  and  other 
groups  in  an  idyllic  woodland 
setting.  The  facility  caters  pri¬ 
marily  to  girls  and  boys  ages 
five  through  eight  during  the 
summer  What  many  don  t  re¬ 
alise  is  the  number  cn  amenities 
Central  Hills  offers.  At  Central 
Hills,  campers  have  access  to  a 
lake  with  fishing  and  canoeing, 
an  archery  range,  rifle  range, 
putt  putt  golf,  horseback  rid¬ 
ing,  athletic  fields,  a  gym,  high 
aim  low  ropes  courses,  and 
abundant  meeting,  lodging,  RV 
ramnins.  and  dining  space. 


Ray  said  that  the  camp  be¬ 
gan  with  staff  week  Apnl  to. 
‘It’s  a  good  blend  of  the  old 
and  the  new,"  he  said.  “Our 
staff  is  a  good  mix  -  about 
55%  old  staff  and  45*  new. 
Our  first  event  is  a  special 
needs  camp.  It  really  kicks 
things  off  with  s  bang.  That 
group  ii  so  appreciative,  and 
we  love  having  them.’ 

What  can  campers  expect 
this  summer? 

“For  the  younger,  little 
kids,  we  have  a  miniature 
ropes  course,"  Ray  said.  ‘We 
had  a  low  elements  course 
already,  but  this  year  we  can 
offer  a  smaller  version  of  our 
high  zipline  and  ropes,  and 
some  otner  elements  closer  to 
the  ground.

Our  real  life  experiences 
lave  taught  that  no  one  returns  from 
he  dead,  but  Jesus  did!  That  is  what 
ve  are  celebrating  at  Easter.

Many  people  may  think  that  the  stone 
was  rolled  away  so  Jesus  could  get  out, 
but  1  believe  it  was  rolled  away  so  that 
witnesses  could  see  inside.  The  angel  de¬ 
clared  to  the  women,  'Don’t  be  alarmed." 
he  told  them.  “You  are  looking  for  Jesus 
the  Nazarene,  who  was  crucified.  He  has 
been  resurrected!  He  is  not  here!’(i6:6 
HCSB)  The  women  not  only  found  the 
tomb  empty,  but  they  were  also  given  in¬ 
structions  to  go  and  tell  the  disciples  and 
Peter  what  they  had  witnessed.  At  first 

they  were  overwhelmed  by  what  they  had 
seen  and  kept  it  to  themselves,  but  later 
on  I  can  imagine  how  they  spread  this 
great  news  to  everyone  they  met.  It  is  the 
greatest  news  of  all  time  and  God  wants 
us  to  share  it  with  everyone  we  meet.
